Kernodles, by then known as the South Kansas 
City Recreation Club, a not—for-nrofit corporation, in¬ 
corporated March 20, 1964, claimed exemption from the 
law. It was stated that thi3 club operated the recrea¬ 
tional grounds on lease with Kernod2.es Park, Inc., and 
that JIM and PAUL KERNODLE were employed as managers. 

On July 3, 1968, an order was issued by the Commission 
directing the South Kanor.s City Recreation Club to 
cease unlawful discriminatory practices, and finding that 
this was not a orivate club, but merely a sham organiza¬ 
tion, formed to exclude from its recreational area all 
persons of the Negro race. 

The Commission is empowered to i.ssue orders 
but has no authority to enforce such orders. 'The Commission 
conducted testing during the summer of 1969 and found 
that Negroes were still excluded from Kernodles. In April, 

197 0, p. hearing was held before Judge HARRY HALL, Jackson 
County Circuit Court, Kansas City, Missouri, on a peti¬ 
tion of the Commission to enforce the Commission's order. 

Judge MALL ordered the officers of the corporation to 
stop discriminating. In May, 1970, a letter was received 
stating that Kernodles Park, Inc., had leased the land 
to Citizen's Council, Inc., and that JAMES KERNODLE was 
employed as manager and would derive income from concessions. 

The Commission again made tests during, the summer of 1970 
and found that Negroes were still being excluded. In 
Sentember, 1970, the office of the Missouri Attorney General 
petitioned the Circuit Court to hold the Kernodles in 
contempt for failure to obey the court's order of April,

Dear Mr. Lazar: 

You appealed from the action of the Kansas City Field Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation on your request for access to records pertaining to the John Birch Society. I regret 
the delay in responding to your appeal. 

After carefully considering your appeal, and as a result of discussions between FBI 
personnel and a member of my staff, I am releasing portions of seven additional pages to you, 
copies of which are enclosed. Please note that these are the best copies available. I am, however, 
otherwise affirming, on partly modified grounds, the FBI's action on your request. 

The FBI properly withheld certain information that is protected from disclosure under the 
Freedom of Information Act pursuant to: 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(2), which concerns matters that are related solely to internal agency 
practices; 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C), which concerns records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes the release of which could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third parties; and 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(D), which concerns records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes the release of which could reasonably be expected to disclose the 
identities of confidential sources and information furnished by such sources. 

Finally, in your appeal letter you state that data contained in newspaper articles has been 
excised. A member of my staff reviewed the newspaper articles and noted that the only 
information excised was handwritten notes in the margins. These notes pertained to third parties 
for which you did not provide a proof of death.
